HELPFUL  HINTS 

TO  THE 

Students  of  the  Normal  College

1.  When  you  register  at  the  College,  use 
your  full  name  and  give  same  name  at  all  classes. 

2.  After  registering,  go  to  the  Classi- 
fication Office  to  be  classified  for  the  term. 

3.  After  your  classification  card  has  been 
made  out  for  you,  indicating  what  subjects  and 
classes  you  will  enter,  present  this  card  to  each 
instructor  with  whom  you  will  have  work  and 
secure  his  signature  to  same.  The  last  instructor 
will  retain  the  card. 

4.  Be  sure  to  make  and  keep  for  your  own 
use  a  memorandum  of  your  daily  schedules  of 
recitations. 

5.  Purchase  your  text-books  at  the  Col- 
lege Bookstore  and  make  it  a  point  to  miss  no 
recitations  unless  prevented  by  illness. 

6.  Final  credits  will  not  be  entered  on 
record  until  course  is  completed.  No  credits  are 
allowed  for  incomplete  courses. 

7.  On  entering  the  Dining  Hall  for  the 
first  meal,  fill  out  the  Dining  Hall  registration 
card,  so  that  you  may  secure  board  on  the  co- 
operative basis. 

8.  Write  a  letter  home   at  least   once^a^ 
week.     Write  oj^ly  facts — not  rumors,   ^/•••//io 
rt  v  'gr'^u  announcements  are  made  at  Chapel. 
Go  and  hear  them. 


10.  All  telephone  calls  are  hung  on  the  hook 
outside  the  Secretary's  office.  Tear  off  slip 
when  you  answer  your  call. 

11.  Go  to  all  Student  Government  meetings. 

12.  Exercise  your  right  to  vote  by  voting 
at  all  Student  Government  elections. 

13.  Proper  social  intercourse  is  permitted 
and  encouraged,  but  students  who  become  too 
attentive  and  thus  make  themselves  conspicuous 
will  be  placed  under  special  rules. 

14.  Remember  that  self-control  is  the  only 
control  worth  while  and  that  self-control  comes 
from  a  keen  sense  of  personal  responsibility. 

15.  Take  an  active  part  in  Athletics  and 
attend  every  game,  if  possible. 

16.  Be  sure  to  yell  every  time  for  our  teams. 

17.  Students  failing  to  make  passing  grades 
in  more  than  one  subject  will  be  barred  from 
athletic  contests  with  other  schools  and  colleges. 

18.  Remember,  when  you  are  sick,  to  go  to 
the  Hospital.  Do  not  remain  in  your  room 
sick 

19.  Remember  to  go  to  the  Hospital  only 
at  office  hours  unless  the  case  in  an  emergency. 

20.  No  visitors  will  be  allowed  in  contagious 
wards. 

21.  Remember  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  hold  prayer  meeting  in  each  of  the  three 
lobbies  every  Wednesday  night. 

22.  Be  sure  to  attend  Sunday  School  and 
Church  in  Hattiesburg  at  the  church  of  your 
choice,  and  let  no  opportunity  pass  to  develop 
your  spiritual  nature,  since  this  development  is 
even  more  important  than  your  mental  develop- 
ment. 

23.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
conduct  Bible  Study  classes  on  Sunday  morning 
at  a  time  that  does  not  conflict  with  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  Hattiesburg.  This  work  is  a  benefit 
to  all  who  take  it. 

24.  Take  plenty  of  healthful  exercise,  keep 
Study  Hour,  and  catch  the  "Normal  College 
Spirit/ ' 


CONCERNING  PRESIDENT'S  OFFICE 

1.  Do  not  knock  on  the  door  during  Student 
Hours.     Just  walk  in. 

2.  Go  Wednesday  afternoon  to  file  appli- 
cations for  Sunday  afternoon  callers. 

3.  Go  Friday  afternoon  to  have  the  ap- 
plications for  Sunday  afternoon  callers  approved. 

4.  Do  not  go  to  President's  home  on  Sun- 
day for  permits.  (Exceptions  made  for  emer- 
gencies, such  as,  being  called  home  on  account 
of  illness.) 

5.  Go  to  President's  office  for  verification 
of  all  rumors. 

6.  Students  under  twenty-one  years  of  age 
should  present  written  requests  from  parents  or 
guardians,  if  they  wish  to  visit  off  the  campus 
or  leave  the  city  over  Sunday. 

7.  Under  no  circumstances  are  students 
to  "remain  off  the  campus  at  meal  times  or  at 
night  without  special  permission. 

8.  Students  who  have  withdrawn  from  the 
College  have  not  the  right  to  remain  at  the  Col- 
lege or  to  stop  in  Hattiesburg  or  elsewhere  en 
route  home,  except  by  special  permission. 

9.  Remember  to  go  to  the  President's  office 
only  during  Student  Hours  unless  in  case  of 
emergency. 


CONCERNING  THE  DORMITORY 

1.  Do  not  tack,  pin,  or  paste  things  on  the 
walls. 

2.  Have  rooms  ready  for  inspection  at  8:30 
a.  m. 

3.  Mark  all  of  your  things  with  your  full 
name. 

4.  Be  sure  to  have  two  laundry  bags. 

5.  Everybody  needs  eight  hours  sleep; 
therefore,  go  to  bed  at  the  winking  of  the  lights 
and  do  not  rise  before  the  ringing  of  the  rising 
bell. 

6.  Do  not  use  the  piano  until  after  school 
on  week  days  and  after  3:00  o'clock,  p.  m.  on 
Sundays.
